"Where  religion  is  taught  there  is 
a different  line  of  thought  and 
teachers  seem  something  more  than 
just  instructors.’’ 

He  stated  that  religion  and  sci- 
ence are  necessary  correlevants. 
"The  most  absitract  truths  in  re- 
ligion and  science  must  coalesce  to 
emerge  as  fundamental  truths,”  he 
emphasized. 

"We  must  keep  our  minds  free  to 
accept  facts  presented  in  good  evi- 
dence,” he  said  in  conclusion.

Poet,  Musician,  Pianist 
Will  Appear  on 
Lyceum  Course  Next  Week

Not  many  cultural  centers  in  America,  Europe,  or  the  rest 
of  the  world  will  have  such  a high  calibre  of  world  figures  in 
one  week  as  will  appear  before  the  Brigham  Young  university- 
Lommunity  celebrities  series  next  week. 

Monday  at  8 p.m.,  will  be  Alfred  Noyes,  one  of  the  great- 
est living  men  of  letters,  who  ranks^ . 

high  among  the  poets  of  the  world 
in  his  indictment  of  the  futility  and 
fiendishness  of  modern  warfare. 

He  is  the  author  of  many  vol- 
umes of  verse,  the  first  which  was 
published  soon  after  his  graduation 
from  Oxford  university.  He  won 
worldwide  recognition  with  his  epic 
poem,  “Drake,”  a uanrative  of  the 
great  Elizabethan  days  of  adven- 
ture and  fighting  on  the  sea.  The 
success  of  this  work  awakened  new 
interest  in  narrative  poetry,  and 
then  he  wrote  "Tales  of  the  Mer- 
maid Tavern,”  a collection  of  rol- 
licking and  beautifully  told  stories 
in  verse  of  that  famous  company  of 
Ben  Jonson,  Shakespeare,  Nash, 

Kit  Marlowe. 

Phelps  Praises 

The  poet  is  described  by  William 
Lyon  Phelps  as  “one  of  the  most 
melodious  of  modern  writers, 
whose  witchery  in  words  is  irresist- 
ible.” 

The  twenty-third  program  in  the 
1940-41  season  presents  Albert 
Spaulding,  one  of  America’s  three 
greatest  violinists,  who  will  play 
with  the  university  symphony  Wed- 
nesday evening. 

Always  an  artist,  with  sensitive- 
ness, musicianship  and  sincerity  the 
public  has  learned  to  appreciate,  he 
has  made  his  name  synonymous 
with  great  violin  playing  in  every 
part  of  the  civilized  globe.  From 
the  day  when  he  made  his  profes- , 
sional  debut  in  Par-»s  at  the  age  of  I 
sixteen,  his  career  has  -been  a tri-  j 
umphant  ascent  to  the  pinnacle  he 
now  occupies.  He  has  played  be- 1 
for  royalty. 

Opinion  On  Jazz 
Speaking  about  jazz,  Mr.  Spald- 
ing says,  “Jazz  is  a means,  not  an 
end.  And  a means  can  never  de- 
velop into  more  than  just  what  it 
is  — a useful  technical  expression 
when  adequately  employed.  Public 
taste,  like  water,  runs  downhill,  and 
if  unchecked  will  end  its  course  in 
a muddy  stream.  If  you  want  pure 
water,  you  don’t  pipe  it  from  its 
lowest  level.  It  is  the  same  with 
music,  and  its  effect  on  the  public 
is  identical.  Listening  to  bad  music 
is  no  less  poisonous  to  the  mind 
that  drinking  contaminated  water  is 
poisonous  to  the  body.” 

Mr.  Spalding  believes  that  • if 
Beethovan’s  Moonlight  Sonata 
were  composed  today,  it  would  out- 
sell the  most  popular  tune  ever  pro- 
duced in  Tin  Pan  Alley. 

One  of  the  selections  to  be  play- 
ed by  the  orchestra  will  be  the  Pre- 
lude from  “Prelude,  Scherzo,  and 
Ricercare,”  composed  by  Profes- 
sor LeRoy  J.  Robertson,  director 
of  the  orchestra. 

Program  Varied 

Webster  Aitken,  brilliant  young 
American  pianist,  will  play  a varied 
program  of  Bach,  Debussy,  Beeth- 
oven and  Prokofieff,  Thursday  ev- 
ening in  the  tabernacle  at  8:15. 

After  making  his  debute  in  Vien- 
na in  1929,  Aitken  made  a series  of 
appearances  in  the  following  seas- 
ons until  he  won  a splendid  po- 
sition in  the  Concert  field.

Aitken  gave  the  complete  piano 
sonatas  of  Franz  Schubert  in  New 
York  recitals,  repeating  the  series 
in  California  and  Chicago.

Former  frosh  coach,  Wayne  Sof- 
fe was  advanced  to  assistant  foot- 
ball coach;  and  Wayne  Reeve,  Cou- 
gar football  star  for  the  past  two 
years,  was  given  Soffe’s  position  as 
freshman  coach,  effective  when  he 
returns  to  school  next  fall  for 
graduate  study. 

The  changes  are  expected  to  fill 
an  obvious  need  for  more  coaches 
on  the  Cougar  staff.  Kimball, 
head  football  and  basketball  coach 
and  director  of  athletics  has  been 
overworked.  Both  Millet  and  Soffe 
are  considered  well  qualified  to 
handle  their  new  assignments.

From  Moscow,  Idaho  we  learn  that  the  athletic  plant  at  the  U of 
Idaho  has  had  a real  shuffle.  Francis  Schmidt,  who  resigned  from  Ohio 
State  last  Dec.  16,  has  signed  a three-year  contract  as  head  football 
ccach.  The  ex-Buckeye  mentor  replaces  Ted  Bank.  Schmidt  won  two 
Big  Ten  championships  in  the  seven  years  he  was  at  the  Columbus 
school.  Guy  Wicks,  grid  coach  at  U of  Idaho  Southern  Branch,  who 
earlier  turned  down  an  offer  to  be  athletic  director,  was  named  head 
basketball  and  baseball  coach.  George  Greene,  grid  coach  of  Lewiston, 
State  normal,  was  named  director  of  athletics  and  physical  education. 

Latest  change  comes  from  Laramie,  Wyo.  Bernard  F.  “Bunny” 
Oaks,  former  Colorado  U grid  mentor,  has  been  named  head  football 
coach  at  the  U of  Wyoming.  Oaks  replaces  C.  H.  ‘Okie’  Blanchard,  who 
has  been  named  dean  of  students  at  the  Wyoming  school.  Last  year’s 
Wyoming  grid  team  lost  seven  games  tied  one  and  won  one. 

With  Ellison  Ketchum  as  new  head  cage  coach  at  Denver  U,  the 
only  school  left  in  the  Big  Seven  conference,  who  has  its  grid  coach 
doing  double  duty  is  Utah  State. 

Here  and  maybe  there:  Director  of  the  Invitational  meet  Eddie 
Kimball  announces  that  negotiations  are  under  way  for  bringing  two 
sprinters  and  a miler  from  USC  to  the  carnival.  There  also  is  a possi- 
bility that  Greg  Rice,  famed  miler,  will  be  on  hand  again  this  year  . . . 

Of  the  sixteen  teams  in  the  state  high  school  basketball  tournament, 
ten  of  them  are  coached  by  alumnii  of  the  Y.  Utah  State  is  next  with 
four  and  Utah  has  two.
